Is view of the fact that every arrival from San
Francisco brings a new accession to oar popula-
tion of male Chinese, we feel it our duty, aa

public journalists, and as supporters of Hawaiian
nationality and independence, to repeat with
every issue our solemn protest against this
crying evil. The iiiwaiians, it had been said
for years, were a doomed race, gradually but
Burcly going to extinction, after the manner of
the Tasmanians. But recently, greatly to tbe
encouragement of the friends of tbe race, it was
ascertained by reliable statistics that the former
rapid decrease was stayed, and that in most of
the Islands the births were about equal to the
deaths. Thus, it was thought, and with reason,
that in the battle between civilization and bar-

barism between the two doctors the patient
bad a chance for life on the side of the former.
Very unfortunately, however, just at this critical
moment thi male Chinese element comes in,
whereby the chances of the aboriginal Hawaiian
to much longer exist on his own soil are infini-tcsiuial- ly

reduced.
The troubles that must sooner or later result to

all concerned the native Ilawaiians and the for-

eign residents, including tbe planters themselves
from the immigration of male heathen Mon-

golians from California, is a subject which we
intend to keep before the people so long as we
Lave the car of the . public? through the press; or
until Ilia Majesty in Privy Council shall decree
the necessary measures to put a stop to the im-

pending public disaster which action would bo
clearly authorized under the Constitution.

Aside from the humbug of Kearney with
which everybody East and West is now pretty
well disgusted there is a deep-seate- d feeling
with all classes in California against tbe further
immigration of Chinese, and President HaycB has
decidedly expressed himself in favor of a modifi-

cation of the Burlingame Treaty, in order to stop
tho influx of barbarians. From Tahiti we learn
that tho French Commandant has issued an order
that no Chinamen will be permitted to land there
without written consent, obtained through the
French Consulate in San Francisco. If any Chi-

naman landd without a permit he will be sent
away, and if unable to pay his passage, will be
compelled to earn his fare in tbe Government
works before leaving.

And in this connection we find that conserva-

tive John Bull (Colonial) is fully awake to tbe
importance of self-protectio-n, as witness tbe fol-

lowing, which we copy from a late issue of the
San Francisco Chronicle :

The Province of British Columbia has led oft In the en-
forcement of measures for staying the inundation of the
Pacihc Coast with barbarism and servile labor, of a very
decisive and rigorous character. The anti-Chine- law,
adopted by the last Provincial Legislature, went into
effect on Monday, and the authorities acted promptly in
enforciuK its operation to the letter. Under its provis-
ions, merchandise and property of whatever description
is liable to seizure and sale for taxes, without regard to
ownership. Heretofore the Chinese have almost com-
pletely e scaped taxation in the Province through perjury.
There is also a head tax of $M a year, and this has to be
paid aud a certiheate obtained by every Chinaman before
he can nit!jie in any business or pursue any industry for
himself or employer. Any person employing a Chinaman
without a certificate is liable to a heavy penalty, and
I'liinaiuc n delinquent in their taxes are liable to be gob-
bled up ami compelled to work out the amount on the
public rals, at forty cents a day, with deduction for
board. This law is certainly as stringent as the most
earnest opponent of Chinese immigration could wish for;
and in consequence of its severity there is a possibility
that it may fail to receive tho sanction of the General
Government of the Dominion, which is still pending. In
the mean time, however, the experiment is being tried
with a vengeance. In Victoria there has been a general
seizure of Chinese goods for taxes; the shoe factories
have been closed, laundries suspended, and a general dis-
charge of Chinese help in every capacity has ensued. A
wiilu fi M for whito industry has been opened, and the
unemployed are urged to stand in promptly and fill the
breach. Tho revolution, of course, will occasion much
inconvenience at the outset, and no little embarrassment
to business; but if the white workingmen come to the re
lief and are reasonable in their demands for wages, there
is no reason why it should not prove a success, provided
the Dominion Government is not moved by ultra-human- e

considerations t- - frustrate tho struggle of the people of
British Columbia to free themselves from the Chinese
incubus. If this measure in British Columbia is main
tained, the result will be to drive the Chinese over the
lintu and California may expect to receive an accession
oLiMW or 60.oi.io from the exodus.

talk about, and has been, ever since tbe day
when.

Israel to be cured. Our readers are doubtless
familiar with the interesting and instructive
6tory. But we have to do with the leprosy in
Hawaii nci, of a peculiar tjpc, and it is idle to
ignore it or attempt to cover it up. This journal
and its conductors have been blamed and berated
in the past, by some of its best friends, for even
alluding to the fact that the disease exists in

have always believed that an ulcer is farthest
from being cured when hidden, and have never
hesitated in giving publicity to whatever facts
came to our knowledge respecting this very sin-

gular disease. Singular it is, and doctors dis-

agree about its being infectious or contagious,
and so forth. The old saying that 41 when doc-

tors disagree there's hope for the patient," docs
not, in this case hold true, for the patient seems
to go to Molokai, nolens volens. So says the
Hon. AV. O. Smith in a letter which we published
last week, bat which came in too lato to allow of
comment in that issue.

We honestly believe that when twenty more
years have gone over Mr. Smith's bead, he will
not be disposed to write such another letter in
tone and temper as the one we published last
week, and to which he, with an openness that is
perhaps praiseworthy, put his own signature.
Appearances to a certain extent might have been
against the Minister of the Interior and Doctor
McKibbin, but a little inquiry in tbe right
quarter would certainly have mitigated the
rough strictures of the letter in question, and
indeed might have caused the omission of tbe
suggestion, which comes with questionable taste
from a legislator, that mob violence would result
from any more removal of lepers.

In one particular we agree with Mr. Smith,
and that is, that supposed lepers should not be
removed from their homes and families without
a previous careful examination by three thor-
oughly posted medical men ; we mean medical
men like Drs. Hoffmann and McKibbin, who have
made Hawaiian leprosy a study, and who have
had charge of the business in the past. The
carefully arrived at conclusion of such men satis-
fies ihe patient, and is generally found to be
correct. On tbe other hand we have known of

oroo inst-tnec- s where people have been ?ent to
Molokai cn a cursory examination, and who have

been afterwards returned to tbeir homes as non-leper- s.

The Board cf Health cannot be too care-

ful in this repect. Wc learn however, that all
tbe unfortunates who were taken to Molokai on

tic occasion referred to by our correspondent,
were unmistakably lepers of pronounced type.
And we know of one or two instances where
leprous mothers with little ones were sent back
to tbeir homes to wean the baby, after which
the mother would be taken away. Was that
44 outrageous, cruel and impolitic?" We are
also informed that the lepers themselves had
notice of the intended action of the Board,
which statement would seem to be borne cut by
tbe fact that the one hundred lepers had in tbe
aggregate about twenty tons of personal baggage
to land at Molokai. It may be added that cot
one word of complaint came from the lepers
themselves or their friends many of whom ac-

companied the party to Molokai as to the
action of the Board in the matter.

In conclusion we take the opportunity to say,
with all due deference to the opinions of medical
men, that we don't believe the so-call-ed Hawaii-
an leprosy to be contagious in tbe ordinary
sense of tbe word, and we prophecy that twenty
years hence scientific observers will be of the
same opinion.

PBISONEEFORM.
The time was, and not so very long ago in

even nominally Christian countries, when over
tbe doors of state prisons was practically in-

scribed the words 44 Abandon hope, all ye who
enter here." But since the time of Howard,
who became a martyr to his philanthropy in
prison reform, public opinion in Europe and
America has been frequently directed to tbe con-

dition of the prisons, and the idea has become
more generally entertained that humanity, even
at its worst stage, is susceptible of reform, and
that the object of penal laws should be, not
vengeance, bat restraint and amendment. This
view of tbe matter of course includes the ques-

tion of capital punishment for the crime of
murder, and we here hazard the opinion that tbe
civilized world is fast approaching tbe belief that
44 tbe worst use you can put a man to is to hang
him." -

s

Of late years there have been held 44 Interna-
tional Penitentiary Congresses," notably one at
London in 1872, and in August of tbe present year
at Stockholm, in Sweden. We reprint herewith
the official report of tbo latter, for which, to-

gether with the address of tbe honorary Presi-
dent of tbe Congress, Dr. E. C. Wines, we are
indebted to the courtesy of General Comly, U.
S. Minister Resident at Honolulu. We regret
that our space will not permit of our copying
extensively from the very interesting address,
which succinctly reviews the penal systems of
all Europe and America. The Hawaiian Islands
are mentioned, Marshal Parke having sent a
carefully prepared report to the Congress. The
writer is however decidedly in error in speaking
of the Ilawaiians, even when be was yet a boy,
as 44 savages of the lowest type." They had
noble traits of character when first visited by
Captain Cook, and were far in advance of the
inhabitants of New Holland or even of the
islands of numerous other groups in the Pacific.
Dr. Wines says : 44 The Hawaiian Islands,
whoso people when I was a young man in college,
were still savages of the lowest , type, now form
a Christian nation, whose government has sent a
valuable report to this Congress, showing a re-

markable progress in the arts of civilized life
generally, but especially in that department of
civilization which embraces the theory and prac-
tice of prison discipline."

THE ISTKE5ATI0XAL PENITENTIARY CONGRESS.

The thought baa become fact, and the congress of
Stockholm has passed Into history. It is too soon to
judge it; posterity must do that; but at least a rough ap-

preciation may be ventured.
The number of members in attendance was 21H, of

whom CO were official 45 delegated by supreme govern-
ments, and 15 by governments without sovereign powers.
The rest were chiefly persons connected with the ad-

ministration of the penal, reformatory and preventive
institutions of their respective countries; but there was
also present a considerable number of specialists, Invited
because of their eminence In penitentiary science.
Three-fourth- s of the prisons of Europe are in the hands
or under tbe control of tho members of the congress of
Stockholm; a great fact, and full of hope for the future
of prison reform, No cecuinenical ecclesiastical council
was ever drawn from regions more broad or points more
distant than thia oecumenical penitentiary council of
Stockholm. Iceland and Nova Scotia were its limits on
the north ; cape Horn and the cape of Good Hope on tb
south; Japan and New Zealand on the east; and the Sand-
wich Islands on the west.

The congress was, preeminently, a working body. In
a life of three score years and ten, I have never before
seen so much good work done in so short a time.

The signal ability of its members appeared in all the
debates, but particularly in the remarkable readiness and
skill, shown by the gentlemen appointed to report to
the general assembly of the congress on the questions
discussed by the sections. The clearness and force with
which each epitomized the discussion, elucidated its
points, and formulated the conclusions, was something
marvelous.

The good fellowship of the congress was one .f its
marked features. No doubt differences of opinion were
developed, and each orator maintained his own views
with earnestness, often with warmth ; but no ripple of
ill feeling, no Intemperance of speech, no personal irri-
tations disturbed, for a moment, the tranquil current of
the proceedings.

About fifty reports were sent to the congress by govern-
ments in reply to questions addressed to them by the per-
manent commision. The informatior so communicated,
is large in extent, and of a most interesting character.

Papers were addressed to the congress on all the
phases of the penitentiary questionwhich were excellent

K in spirit, and valuable for the breadth o: their view and
tbe force of their arguments.

The works contributed deserve special mention both
for tbeir number and their ability. The titles alone
would fill many sheets, and the books themselves would
form a respectable library of penological literature.

But the conclusions adopted by the congress form the
gravamen of its work. By them it must stand or fall.
It is precisely here that the congress is strong. The
ring of true metal is heard in them. The more impor-
tant points touched by them were: International peni-
tentiary statistics ; the professional education of prison
officers; the organization and management of reformatory
and preventive institutions as related to juveniles ; inter-
national police; the special agencies to be employed
with a view to prevent relapse; the disciplinary punish-
ment fit to be employed in prison; the patronage of liber-
ated prisoners, etc.. etc.

Sweden's Interest in the congress was warm and ear-
nest. The prime minister of the country was its presi-
dent. The governor of Stockholm was assiduous in his
attentions. The governor of the province of Uplands
planned and excuted an excursion for to the congress
the old and renowned capital of Cpsala. His Majesty the
King came from his other capital in NorWay, hundreds
of miles, expressly to do honor to it. He attended one of
its sessions. He eloquently expressed his sympathy for
its objects. He entertai-.ie- it with a magnlflcient ban-
quet. In short, he showed himself not simply the
Monarch and the Statesman, but also tbe Gentleman, the
Savant, and the Philanthropist.

All the foreign ambassadors and ministers, accredited
to the court of Sweden, honored and gave dignity to the
congress by their presence; some of them not once only,
but several times.

The hospitality of Stockholm knew no limits, except
the duration of the congress. It has already been men-
tioned that the King gave a right royal banquet to it.
The municipality of Stockholm give another; and the
Swedish delegates two. Mr. Almquist, director general
of the penitentiary administration, gave a dinner and a
soiree. Indeed, banqueting was made by our generous
and princely hosts the order of the night, as work was,
by the will of the congress, of the day.

If the congress of Stockholm is weighed by the dili-
gence, zeal, and energy, with which it worked, it must be
pronounced the reer of any that ever assembled ;if by the
dignity of proceedings and the eminent ability of its de-
bates and papers, it may claim to have stood squarely
abreast of anv senate in the world.

Months. By Mrs. Crafsey. With Ilitra-tlcc- i.

The present day is proliSa ia new Looks upca

almost eTery conceivable subject, cf bich those cf
voyages and travels are not tbe les.st interesting.
Tbe work cf Mrs. Erassey ranks fcigh ia this clas3

cf literature, fcr its merits and principal charm
lie somewhat out cf thebeatea track aaletj!e cf
writers to which we have been accustomed.

This bock is written ia tbe form cf a journal,
giving the transactions and events cf the vcyags
as they occurred, and tbe language, plain an I sim-

ple ec thing stilted cr grandiloquent ij just whit
we should lock for ia tbe diary cf aa educate!
laJy, writtea f.r tbe perusal and cf
her personal friends. And ia this pleasant, chatty
style consists the charm cf which we have spoken.
A sentence from tbe Preface is tbe keynote to tbe
volume : 44 Tbe practised skill cf a professional
writer cannot reasonably be expected ia these sim-

ple pages, but tbeir object will have teen attained
if they are tie means cf enabling more home-keepi- ng

friends to share in tbe keen enjoyment cf tbe scenes
and adventures they describe."

We woull like to quote largely from this book,
but, resisting tbe temptation, will give only a few

extracts to show tbe style iu which tbe work is

written.
Tbe Sunbtam bad arrived at Tahiti, an J on tbe

first Sunday Mrs. Brassey attended service at tbe
native church. After tbe usual service there were
two christenings, which abe thus describes :

The babies were held at the font by the men. who
looked extremely sheepish. Oao baby was grandly at-

tired in a bo.k-ii.ubh- n dress, with lloances, a tail at least
six feet long dragging on the ground, and a lace cap with
cherry-colure- d bows; the other was nearly as smart, iu a
white-worke- d long frock and cap, trimmed with blue
bows. The christenings over, there was a hymn, some-
what monotonous as to time and tune, but sung with
much fervor, followed by tbo administration of the
sacrament, in which cocuanut milk took the place of
wine, and bread-frui- t that of bread. The proper elements
were originally used, but experience proved that, al-

though the bread went round rrctty well, the cup was
almost invariably emptied by the first two or three com-
municants, sometimes with unfortunate results.

Where can we find a better description of jibe
mango than that given cn page 218 T

The mango is certainly the lng of fruit. Its flavor is
a combination of apricot and pineapple, with the slight-
est possible suspicion of turpentine thrown in, to give a
piquancy to the whole. I dare say it sounds a ptrange
mixture, but I can only say that the result is delicious.
To enjoy mangoes thoroughly you ought not to eat them
in company, but leaning over the side of the ship, in the
early morning, with your sleeves tucked np to your
elbows, using no knife and fork, but tearing off the skin
with your teeth, and suckingthe abundant juice.

Mrs. Brassey does not tell us what Mr. Brassey,
the owner, (4Tom," as, he is familiarly called
throughout the book) or Captain Leckey thought
when, in answer to the signal for a pilot off the en-

trance of Hilo lay, a man put oil ia a boat, who in-

formed them that he knew tbe entrance to tbe har-

bor, but that the proper pilot had gone to Honolulu
on a pleasure trip.

Having arranged mutters for a trip to the volcano,
the party went for a stroll 44 among neat houses and
pretty gardeti.to the suspension-bridg- e

"Over the rixer, followed by a crowd of girls, all
decorated with wreaths ard garlands, and wearing almost
the Bame dress that we had seen at Tahiti a colored
long-sleeve- d looie gown reaching to the feet. The natives
here appear to affect duller colors than those we have
lately been accwitouied to, lilac, drab, brown, and other
dark prints being the favorite tints. Whenever I stopped
to look at a view, one of the girls would come behind me
and throw a lei of flowers over my head, fasten it round
my neck, and taen run away laughing, to a distance, to
judge of effect. The consequence was that, before the
end of our walk. I had atout a dozen wreaths, of various
colors and lengths, hanging round me, till I felt almost
as if I had a fur tippet on, they made me so hot; and yet
I did not take thsni off for fear of hurting the poor girls'
feelings."

The fair authoress' relation of her experience in
visiting the maiket at the early hour cf 5 o'clock in
tbe morning. Kill awaken a sympathizing smile in
the mind of the reader.
' Tbe twelve ptges which Mrs. Brassey devotes to
the account of her visit to the volcano and return,
give a graphic and most interesting description of
the crater of Kdauea; the more acceptable because
she does not indulge in the wild rhapsody of so many
visitors who have preceded her. She truthfully de-

clares that 44 30 words could adequately describe
each a scene."

One point of her experience of the visit we can-

not refrain from giving. Tbe party bad retired a
little way from tbe brink of tbe crater to breathe the
fresh air, when at times great pieces of the crags
would break off and tumble 44 with a crash into tbe
burning lake, only to be remelted and thrown op
anew. I had for some time been feeling very hot
and uncomfortable, and oa looking around the cause
was at once apparent. "ot two inches beneath tbe
surface, tbe gray lava or. which we were standing
and sitting was red-ho- t. A stick thrust through it
caught fire, and a piece of paper was immediately
destroyed." 44 not and uncomfortable !" We

should think so.

Eighteen pages are devoted to Honolulu, ia which
the authoress touches uporj matters that most inter-
est strangers on tbeir first visit to our metropolis.

Mrs. Brassey speaks of seeing what she had often
heard about a team of twenty oxen towing a ship
into tbe harbor, to which she appends a note in
which it is stated tbat tbe staunch little craft, the
Pile, was about being baubd up for tbe purpose of
repairs, and, inadvertently, we presume, wrongly
credits it to tbe Hawaiian Gazette instead of tbe
Adveetiseb.

Tbe efforts of the party 'o get a late dinner at the
Hotel were rewarded with success, after a little dif-

ficulty with the Chinese wiiters, who had began to
shut up tbe room and put ut the lights before tbey
bad half done. The party was a large one, and an
indignant protest and threatened appeal to the land-

lord brought tbe Chinamei to their senses, and in-

duced them to grant the diners 44 half an hour's
law."

The forty-on- e pages in which Mrs. Brassey gives

ber impressions of tbe Islands, their scenery and
people, will be found to be of great interest to our
residents generally, and vedonot know where they
can gain a more pleasant evening's enjoyment than
is to be found in tbe page of this beautiful book.

One singular error (ard tbe book is not entirely
free of them) seems to have escaped the authoress
as well as the proof-reide- r. Mrs. Brassey says,
pp. 2S2-3- , that" Thursday, January 11, had no ex-

istence for us, as, in croising the 180th parallel of
latitude, we have lost a liy."

They fought with pistols at tn paces, on a Sunday morn,
ing. near the city.
